Twenty
persons were instantly crushed to death,
and some ten or twenty others were seri-
ously wounded; the seenc was heartrend-
ing. Ina few moments alarge erowd
assembled around the ruins and commee-
ed an active scrach for the vietims. A
mother and her three ehildren were found
| grouped in death. Anotlier scepe pre-
sented a father, mother and young ehild
—the father dead and the wmother mor-
tally wounded, while their little ehild,
placed between them, escaped unhurt, be-
ing protected by the forms of its parents.
